NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3rd June, 1994 

G.S.R. 503(F).—in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-seciion (2A) 
ol .Section 10E read with clause (a) of sub-Section (1) of section 642 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (l of 1956) the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules to amend the Company Law Board (Qualifications, Experience 
and Other Conditions of Service of Members) Rules, 1993, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Company Law Board Members (Quali¬ 
fications, Experience and Other Conditions of Service of Members) (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Company Law Board (Qualifications, Experience and Other 
Conditions of Service of Members) Rules, 1993 (hereinafter referred to as the 
Principal Rules), after rule 5 the following rule shall be inserted namely :— 

“3A. The Employees of the Central Government on their selection as 
Members shall have to retire from their service before joining as Member of the 
Company Law Beard-” 

3. In the principal rules, for rule 8, the following shall be substituted 
namely :— 

”8. Term of office of Chairman, Vice-chairman and Members *■—-Ex¬ 
cept as provided in rule 6 or 7, the chairman shall hold office till 
he attains the age of sixty five years ; the Vice-Chairman shall hold 
office till he attains the age of sixty two years and any other Member 
shall hold office till he attains the age of sixty years.” 

4. Tn the principal rules, after rule 8, the following shall be inserted, 
namely 

"8A. Casual vacancy In case of a casual vacancy in the office of 
Chairman, the Central Government shall have the power to appoint 
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the Vice-Chairman or in his absence, one of the Members of the 
Board to officiate as Chairman.” 

5. In the principal rules, in rule 9, for sub-rule (1) the following shall be 
substituted, namely ;— 

"(1) The Chairman shall be paid salary and allowances as are admissi¬ 
ble to a High Court Judge in case of sifting High Court Judges 
being appointed as Chairman. In other cases, the Chairman shall 
be paid a salary of Rs. 8,000|-{fixed) and other allowances and 
benelits as are admissible to Central Government officer;; holding 
posts carrying the same pay and allowances.”
